ARCHITECTURE OF 
TO-DAY 


CAUSE OF UNIFORMITY 


-- 


Mr. T. J. Byrne, A.R.I.B.A., “wice- 
president. of the Academy of Christian Art, 
in the course of a lecture at the Academy s 
meeting last night in Dublin, spoke of 
machinery as the root cause of the uniformity 
apparent in modern architecture. This 
uniformity, he said, made modern housing 
schemes in many of the cities of the 
Continent almost inter-changeable. 

The machine afforded nothing to pay the 
real craftsman and the artist, and the 
lecturer suggested that, with modern trans- 
port facilities, it tended towards an un- 
desirable’ monotony. Both, however, made 
the treasures of nature available in a wider 
sphere. 

Speaking of the ubiquity af concrete, he 
said that many would regret the abandon- 
ment of the brick and stone of other days. 
In the Free State a disposition was noticc- 
able to revert to the older commodities, and 
it was to be hoped that the tendency to use 
common concrete in this country would soou 
die. On the Continent such a reversion had 
already taken place, and in some cases con- 
erete had been sheathed in brick or stone 
or marble, 

In his illustrations Mr. Byrne pointed out 
the similarity of treatment of widely differ- 
ing subjects and the absence of ornament, 
which, he said, was a modern craze, probably 
evanescent. The sooner this country returned 
to artistry and guilds of craftsmen the 
better ; | 
uniformity of work and wage rates and the 
dominance of the machine. 

Tne illustrations were pictures of build- 
ings in the British Isles, Europe and the 
United States. 

Count Plunkett, in a short address, re- 
ferred to the scheme for building a new 
Cathedral in Dublin, and said that they 
should accept it with alacrity. In order to 
share in the merit of the work, they must 
make themselves familiar with the nobility 
of such works already accomplished, without 
merely being mindful of an imitation of their 
styles.

T the monthly meeting of the Joint 
A Committee of the Grangegorman 

Mental Hospital yesterday, the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent (Dr. O’C. 
Donelan) reported that there were in resi- 
dence in the Committee’s hospitals 3,608 
patients: 851 men and 1,201 women in 


Grangegorman Hospital, and 938 men and@ 


618 women in Portrane. These numbers 
showed an increase of thirty-three (twenty- 
two men and eleven women) compared with 
the same date last year, excluding County 
Louth patients. 

Mr, Vincent, who had made several inspec- 
tions of the Grangegorman and Poitrane 
mental homes, in a letter to the Committee, 
stated that the lands at Grangegorman fell 
short by over three times of the area of 
grounds adequate for the proper treatment of 
the number of patients at present there. 

The proposal to erect buildings on the 
Grangegorman Jands was not only ,undesir- 
able, but negatived the possibility of 
ameliorating the present condition, The #tc- 
cessful operation of this institute of recent 
years could only have been achieved by an 
unusual high standard of efficiency on the 
part of the management of the institution. 

In regard to Portrane, the water supply and 
drainage difficulties, and its inaccessability to 
the city, were some of the features which 
Fine further development there undesir- 
abie. 

At the present stage he could not visualise 
a better solution than the _ retention of 
Portrane and Grangegorman, and the building 
of a third institution. There could be little 
doubt, however, that it would be more ad- 
vantageons, from. the point of view of ad- 
ministration and organisation and medical 
treatment, to provide new accommodation for 
2,000 ‘patients on a virgin site than to provide 
new. accommodation for 800 patients, together 
with a number of further large auxiliary 
buildings, which would be necessary on 4 
site which’ already was overcrowded.

announced yesterday in the case of four 

Co. Cork men tried on the previous 
day for unlawful association, obstructing the 
highway at| Castlemary, Mallymaloe, and 
Sculleen, byi cutting trees, cutting telegraph 
wires, unlawful assembly, and conspiracy. 

David Barry, Castlemary, Cloyne, was 
found guilty on all charges and sentenced to 
12 months’ imprisonment. 

Michael Cullinane, Loughnane, Ladys- 
bridge, was sent to prison for nine months, 
being convicted on all charges also. 

Thomas Shaw, Ballinacurra, Midleton, was 
found guilty of conspiracy to obstruct the 
highway and cut telegraph wires, and sen- 
tenced to six months’ imprisonment, not to 
be enforced if he enters into recognisances in 
£10 to keep the peace for two years, 

Michael O'Driscoll, Church street, Cloyne, 
was discharged, being found not guilty on all 
charges. 

Daniel Ryan. (34), St. Patrick's avenue, 
Sey town, was arraigned on charges of 
unlawful possession of one .45 long Webley 
revolvér, and one .45 Parabellum revolver, 
on February 17th last, without lawful au- 
thority, and with possession of three sticks 
of gelignite, three detonators, two electric 
dry-batteries, and an electric switch, “in 
such circumstances as give rise to reasonable 
suspicion that he had not got those explosive 
substances for a lawful purpose.” He was 
further charged with failing or refusing on 
October 18th to account for his movements 
and actions on February 10th upon interro- 
gation by a member of the Civic Guard. 

The prisoner, upon being indicted, said, 
“‘As a soldier of the Irish Republic, 1 refuse 
to recognise the Court.’’ Subsequently he 
sat in complete silence throughout the pro- 
ceedings, and ignored the President’s ques- 
tions. 


ELUDED CAPTURE 


Mr. P. J. McEnery, who prosecuted for the 
State (instructed by Mr. O'Connor, 
solicitor to the Attorney-General), said that 
when Ryan's house was searched in his ab- 
sence on the 17th of February, the articles 
were found. The Guards subsequently saw 
Ryan, but he eluded capture, and continued 
to elude the Guards until the 18th of October 
last, when he was arrested in Tipperary 
town. “He is his own worst enemy in re- 
fusing to recognise the Court, or give evidence 
on his own behalf,” observed Mr. McEnery. 

Police evidence having been given of the 
finding of the articles mentioned in the 
charge, 

Superintendent O’Sullivan, Tipperary, gave 
evidence of interrogating Ryan, who said 
that he was a member of the I.R.A. and 
refused to answer any further questions. 
Witness asked him the following questions, 
which were unanswered :— 

Were you in Dublin on the 10th February, 
1934, in connection with the work of your 
organisation ? 

Did you travel to Dublin on the 10th 
February, 1934, in company with John 
McCarthy, O’Brien street, Tipperary ? 

Did you attend a demonstration of 
engineering whilst in Dublin between the 
10th and 13th of February ? 

The ‘Tribunal found the prisoner guilty op 
the three charges stated. 

Evidence of character given by Superin- 
terdent O'Sullivan showed that Ryan had 
a ‘“‘ very good national record.” He had been 
associated with the I.R.A. since 1917 in East 
limerick. He was very respectable, married, 
with four young children, and there was no 
previous offence :ecorded. 

He was sentenced to six months’ imprison- 
ment, not to be enforced if he enters into 
recognisances in the sum of £10 to keep the 
peace for two years. 


CHARGES WITHDRAWN 


Nine men from the Cloyne distritt, Co. 
Cork, were charged with unlawful associa- 
tion; obstructing the highway at Scullen 
demesne, Castlemary, and Rostellan by 
cutting trees; cutting telegraph wires; un- 


lawful assembly and conspiracy. The 
prisoners were:—James Gleeson, Castle- 
mary; Laurence Quirk, Crocane, Maurice 


Quirk, Crocane; John O'Connor, Aughane; 
Daniel Cahill, Spittal Cottage; Christopher 
Daly, Chapel street, Cloyne; Patrick 
Murphy, Castlemary; James Farmer, Castle- 
mary, and Robert O'Neill, Kilva. 

Daly and Cahill were charged, in addition 
to the above counts, with cutting telegraph 
and telephone wires at Cloyne on the night 
of October 16th, between 7.15 and 8 o’clock. 

Mr. Kevin Haugh (instructed by Mr. J. 8. 
O'Connor), who appeared for the prosecu- 
tion, entered a nolle prosequi in the cases of 
Murphy, Farmer, O'Neill, Gleeson, O'Connor, 
and Laurence and Maurice Quirk, 

He said that the evidence against these 
pristners was based on a statement made by 
David Barry, who had just been sentenced 
by the Court. During Wednesday’s hearing 
of the case against him, Barry said that his 
statement to the Guards was false. 

The Tribunal ordered the seven prisoners 
concerned to be at once tl 

The case of Christopher Daly and Daniel 
Cahill was proceeded with, as the wire- 


cutting charge remained against them. The 
prisoners pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Haugh again prosecuted, and Mr. 
James Cawley (instructed by Mr. R. 
O'Doherty, LL.B.) defended. 

The defence was an alibi. Evidence 


showed that the prisoners were both mem- 
bers of the League of Youth. One was 
just 18 years old. In the course of a state- 
ment of his movements on the mght of the 
offences, Cahill had told the Guards how he 
discussed the ‘‘ East Cork round-up ” and a 
tree-cutting case in which the prisoners were 
“let, off.” 


CAUSE OF SUSPICION 


Sergeant M. Donohue, Cloyne, gave 
evidence of interrogating Daly under the 
special powers. 

Mr. Cawley (cross-examining)—Why did 
you ask this young man was he a member of 
the League of Youth? 

The Sergeant—I was looking for a reason 
for the cutting of the trees. 

Is not there a Fianna Fail organisation 
down there ?— Yes, 

Is it moribund ?’—It is fairly active. 

As a result of your inquiries you were 
ready to give Fianna Fail a certificate of 
good character?’—I had no information to 
incriminate them. 

I put it to you that the League of Youth 
in Cloyne is just as harmless as the Fianna 
Fail organisation?—I have nothing against 
them except the wire-cutting. 

Your whole case is grounded on suspicion, 
I suggest. Where a tree is felled, or a 
ÁEON age wire ‘interrupted, or a telegraph 
pulled down, yeu immediately say to your- 
self, ‘‘ The League of Youth is at it again ”? 
—I come to my own conclusions. 

The President (to the witness)—In other 
words, you use your own intelligence. 

Mr. Haugh—At the time of your investiga- 
tion was the captain of the Cloyne company 
under detention ?--Yes 

And a number of other members detained 
in Midleton Barracks ?—Yes. 

And had a great namber been arrested, 
interrogated, and some released all over the 
county ’—Yes. 

There had been an epidemic of tree-cutting 
as well as wire-cutting ?— Yes. 

Did the wire-cutting in this case interrupt 
conversation -between the Midleton and 
Cloyne Guard stations ?— Yes. 

Mr. Cawley said that he did not propose 
to call either of the prisoners, as he felt 
there was no case against them. There was 
a good deal of suspicion, which arose mainly 
because the two men were members of the 
League of Youth, 

The Tribunal found the prisoners not 
guilty, and ordered their immediate release.

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LONDON CREW ON 
MAIDEN TRIP

LANS for the inauguration of the 
England to Australia air mail service 
have been suspended pending the outcome 
of an inquiry into the crashing of a 
machine sent out from England for the 
service, 

(This crash was reported in the 
Irish ‘Times of yesterday.) 

Three Imperial Airways flyers and an 
Australian passenger lost their lives when 
the machine crashed mysteriously in the 
heart of the Queensland plain. 

The crew, all three of whom had been 
loaned by Imperial Airways, were: 

Chief pilot, Lieutenant R. A. Prender- 
gast, lately engaged on the East African 
air route ; 

Co-pilot and wireless operator, Mr: W. 
V. Creates, of Wellington ; 

Engineer, Mr. F. R. Charlton, of 
Croydon. 

All three were killed instantly. 

The passenger, Mr. E. Broadfoot, an 
Australian officer of the Shell Oil Com- 
pany, was very severely injured and died 
within a few minutes. 

This is the second air disaster in 
Australia recently. 

The cause of the disaster is a mystery. 
The machine belonged to the Qantas Com- 
pany—the Queensland and Northern 
Territory Air Service—in which Imperial 
Airways have an interest, and arrived at 
Darwin three days ago, after a successful 
flight from England. 

The crash occurred about a quarter of 
an hour after the machine had left Long- 
reach, Queensland. | 

A station rider declared that he saw the 
machine make a sudden nose dive. She 
appeared to be turning back to Longreach 
when the disaster occurred. 

The air mail service between Singapore 
and Australia, to connect with the Im- 
perial Airways mail from England, was to 
have been opened next month.

Cardinal ACacRory

‘Meteors trom the Sickle 


It is probable that the Leonids will 
appear in unusual numbers in the present 
month, and so compensate in some 
measure for their paucity in recent years. 
There will be little or no Bape wit a 
impede observations, especially durin e 
sow morning hours. The main Leonid 
display falls on the night of the 16th, or, 
rather, during the morning hours of the 
17th, the chief maxima occurring at 7.50 
p.m. on the 16th, and on the 17th at 2.40 
and 4.5 a.m. The first of those occurs 
nearly three hours before the radiant in 
the Sickle in the upper part of Leo rises, 
but sporadic meteors—that is, those from 
diffuse radiants, as in Ursa Major and 
Gemini—are sometimes much in evidence 
in the early hours of the night on which 
a Leonid shower takes place later. The 
other two maxima, the one near three 
o'clock in the morning and the other after 
four, fall under more favourable condi- 
tions, and are likely to furnish brilliant 
Leonids in considerable numbers. 
showers give promise of being most active 
between the hours of 2 and 6 a.m. on the 
17th, and will thus be visible over the 
British ~ Isles and Western Europe 
generally. 

The Andromedids, which rank next in 
importance to the Leonids, will be chiefly 
in evidence on the 19th, and maxima may 
be looked for at about 8.30. and 10 p.m. 
Their radiant is centred near Gamma An- 
dromede. These meteors are pre- 
eminently an evening shower, whereas the 
Leonids are just as much a morning one. 
The Andromedids present also another 
curious difference in that they occur 
earlier and earlier in the month, while 
the Leonids fall later and later, having 
been originally an October shower. Among 
other displays of the month are those of 
November 22-23 and 28-30. On the 27th 
there is also a large maximum at 5 a.m., 
and on the night of the 29th and 30th 
maxima occurs at 11 and 8.40 respectively.

The sensitiveness of the under- 
dog was at its greatest when the under-dog 
happens to be somebody who had his mas 
tion. suddenly and violently reversed from 
domination to subordination, without ever 
having experienced what it was like to be in 
the neutral position of equality with his 
neighbours. That experience of an extreme 
reversal of fortune was familiar to a section 
of the people of Ireland. Any Irishman who 
belonged by tradition to the Protestant 
“ garrison ” of the old régime of the ascend- 
ancy would be able to enter, with sympa- 
thetic imagination, into the feelings. of the 
Germans to-day. The German Empire was 
the dominant Continental military power be- 
fore the war, and the German people were 
top-dogs, not only in Germany, but also in 
Austria, the Baltic Provinces, and wherever 
they were intermixed with other peoples. 
To-day Germany was militarily the weakest 
of the Great Powers of Europe—still by far 
the weakest, in spite of her rearmament. 
And the scattered German minorities were 
everywhere under foreign rule. 

That extreme reversal of fortune was the 
superficial and immediate cause of Germany s 
present revolt against the peace settlement. 


GERMAN POLICY 


The question for them, then, was what was 
Germany’s policy to be? It was obvious that 
she was determined to get out of her present 
position of inferiority, but would she be 
content with an equality that had never yet 
been offered to her, or would she attempt to 
recapture by Íorce a position of domination 
over non-German peoples and territories 
which she possessed before the War and 
which was forcibly taken away by the peace 
settlement? 

It looked as if on this all-important ques- 
tion the people in powér in Germany did not 
yet know their own minds. The written 
word, not only of Herr Rosenberg, but of 
Herr Hitier himself, before he came into 
power, was frankly Imperialistic, but Hitler's 
spoken word, since coming into power, was 
something quite different. It was that Ger- 
many had no thought of depriving other 
nations of the national rights which she de- 
manded for herself. He had spoken that 
language to France and Poland, and in 
Poland, at any rate, he had found some re- 
sponse.

JAPAN'S STATUS 


Japan, said Professor Toynbee, was in a 
more ironical position than Germany, She 
was an official victor—one of the five princi- 
pal Allied and Associated Powers, but was 
bitterly conscious of having been thrust into 
a position of a  humiliatingly inferior 
status. The Japanese were just as 
childishly race-proud as Nordicmen, but 
the white people treated the Japanese as 
an inferior race. President Wilson refused 
to write racial equality into the Covenant of 
the League. In 1924 “The Gentleman’s 
Agreement” in respect of the emigration of 
Japanese to the United States was abrogated, 
and the Japanese were included in the 
Oriental exclusion clauso of the Immigration 
Restriction Act of the United States of 
America, while the European countries were 
restricted to a quota, 

Since Japan had entered into the great 
society of the modern Western world, some 
sixty years ago, her population had been in- 
creasing enormously. The net increase is 
nine hundred thousand per annum, but only 
fifteen ~~ cent. of the area of Japan was 
cultivable, and she had virtually no minerals. 
The line of least resistance ould be colonisa- 
tion, but the empty countries of the Pacific 
coast of Asia already had been colonised. 
Therefore to-day Japan could not solve -her 
population problem by colonisation. She 
was © jw to solve it by the alternative 
method of industrialisation, seliing Japanese 
manufactures on the world markets, and 
paying with the proceeds for imports of food 
and raw materials. 


THE STRANGLEHOLD 


That policy, however, was being defeated 
by the world-wide economic nationalism that 
was strangling trade. Hence the Japanese 
had turned in ES to a poli of 
Imperialism—to use their naval and military 
power in order to seize political dominion 
over ag much of the Far East as they could 
lay hands on, in order to secure monopoly 
for their own manufactures in a closed and 
controlled market. 

This. policy was launched in 1931, and her 
action already had made a possibly fatal 
breach in their post-war system of inter- 
national law and order, and it might lead 
easily to another world war, with its main 
theatre in the Far East, though Europe 
would not escape its explosions. 

Italy, Hungary and Poland also were in 
rebellion, though less dangerously, part! 
because they were less deeply aggrieved. 
Italy was in rather the same position as 
Japan, and Hungary similar to that of 
Germany. The Polish rebellion was the 
oddest, because Poland had gained more 
from the peace settlement than any 
other post-war country. She owed to it 
not, only her existence, her re-appearance on 
the political map, but also a domination over 
a number of subject non-Polish nationalities, 
which in the aggregate amount to one-third 
of her population. Poland was prepared to 
risk her political existence, which she lost 
before, for the sake of her status as a Great 
Power. In order not to be a satellite of 
France she was throwing over an alliance 
which was her chief present security against 
a German revanche: in order to be fully 
sovereign she was repudiating the minorities 
protection treaty with the principal Allied 
Powers, which was an integral part of the 
peace settlement on which Poland’s whole 
position depended. The effect may be a re- 
conciliation between Germany and Poland, 
but if that reconciliation were followed up 
by a joint aggression against Russia and 
a pera then the fat was in the 
re.” 


BALANCE OF POWER 


Professor Toynbee said that after any 
general war ending in a knock-out there was 
always a tendency for the balance of power 
to re-assert. itself through a break-up of the 
victorious coalition. On the eve, of the 
National-Socialist revolution in Germany it 
looked as though there would be a re- 
division of Europe into two cams, with 
France, Poland and the little Zntente in one 
camp, and Italy, Germany and Russia in the 
other. Since Herr Hitler came into power 
sheered off from 
Germany and made a rapprochement with 
France; but, on the other hand, Poland and 
perhaps Jugo-Slavia, had moved away from 
France towards Germany. If France now 
re-acquired Italy and Russia and her allies, 
but lost her Central European satellites to 
yermany, they should have a new alignment 
which would be ominously like that on which 
the war of 1914-1918 was fought—the Centra] 
Powers on one side and the Western Powers 
and Russia on the other. 

The attitudes and relations of the Powers 
to-day were dangerous, and the danger was 
increased by the apparent inability to keep 
armaments or economic nationalism within 
bounds. The Japanese case showed how 
economic nationalism, by strangling interna- 
tional trade, closed down one of the great 
safety valves through which a nation with 
increasiag energies and increasing demands 
could give vent to its energies. and find satis. 
faction for its demands without resort to 
war. If that safety valve was closed and 
the danger of war so increased, then the 
prospect obviously became much more 
serious if armaments were being increased 
competitively instead of being maintained by 
agreement on a low level.

By running for four weeks at the Gate 
Theatre “ Julius Cwsar ’ has made theatrical 
history in Dublin; for never before has a pro- 
duction run so long in this city. ‘‘ Julius 
Cesar,’’ as a matter of fact, might easily have 
improved on its record by running for a fifth 
week, as the attendances have shown no 
slackening off at all, and the house has been 
full every night since the play opened. Its 
last performance, however, will take place to- 
morrow; for the Gate’s programme for this 
season would be badly disorganised if it were 
kept on any longer. 

The play’s remarkable success is still rather 
a mystery. It is calculated that when the final 
curtain goes down to-morrow night ten 
thousand people will have seen the produc- 
tion. How is it that so many people in 
Dublin will come to a Shakespeare perform- 
ance, especially when the Bac J is not really 
one of the great plays? ‘‘ Julius Cesar ' has 
some splendid moments, but there is no doubt 
that one’s interest in it is liable to slacken 
after the Forum scene, and usually it needs 
an effort to keep one’s attention on the last 
few scenes.

TWO TYPES FOUND 


Two distinct types of diamonds were de- 
ascribed in a lecture by Sir Robert Robertson, 
K.B.E., D.Sc., R.8., before the Royal 
Dublin Society at Ballsbridge yesterday. 

The first examination applied was by the 
spectrum, and it was discovered that two dis- 
tinct types—one transparent—existed. The 
transparent type was characterised by lamina- 
tions, and was, in reality, a mosaic diamond, 
This was confirmed on X-ray examination. 
“While the X-ray gives the static position 
ot the atoms, we learned,” said Sir Robert, 
‘that there is a definite vibration of the 
atoms in a diamond.”’

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INCREASE IN TOTAL 
VALUE OF GOODS 


——€—— 


HE preliminary figures of the Census of 
Production, issued by the Department 
of Industry and Commerce in connec- 

tion with the grain-milling industry; the 
rinting, publishing and bookbinding indus- 
ry; and the hosiery and the metal trade 
industries, which are published to-day, re- 
veal that there was an increase in the total 
value of the s made and work done of 
£600,188 in 1932, as compared with the pre- 
vious year. 

In the grain milling industry the net 

selling value of ds produced and work 

done in 193] was Bs 401, 16, which increased 
to £5,839,359 on the following year. The 
figures for the publishing industry increased 
from £1,883,867 in 1931 to £2,025,445 in 

1932. There was in increase ffom £237,814 

to £275,207 in the hosiery industry, but 

there was a marked decline in the metal 
mna figures from £493,596 to £476.870 in 


EMPLOYEES AND WAGES 


It is shown that in the same industries the 
numbers of persons a in mid-October 
in 1932 had increased by 317, while the wages 
paid to both the male and female employés 
was greater by £63,020. The number yf 
persons employed in the grain-milling a 
dustry in 1931 was 3,221, the wages earned 
amounting to £298,301, while in 1932 the 
figures had increased to 5,357, the sum of 
£598,879 having been paid in wages. In 
the hosiery industry there were employed in 
Te * persons, wage earners receiving 
£52,282. These figures had increased to 
2,132 persons receiving £59,520 in the follow- 
ing year. There was an increase from 
5,743 to 5,867 persons engaged in the print- 
ing and kindred industries, the amounts of 
wages paid showing an increase from 
£622,467 to £657,104. Although the num- 
ber of persons engaged in the metal trades 
declined from L727 in 1931 to 1,687 in 1932, 
there was an increase in the wages paid, the 


figures being £150,569 and £171,136. 
MORE WHEAT HANDLED 


The grain milling industries included the 
preparation of products from wheat, maize, 
oats and barley. Millers dealt with more 
wheat in 1932, the net selling value being 
£2,723,108, compared with £2,501,835 in the 
receding year. The quantity of self-raising 
our manufactured was 7,465 cwts., which 
realised £7,497. These figures showed little 
increase from the preceding year. The 
maize products disposed of realised 
£2,821,820 in 1932, as against £2,644,169 in 
1951. The products manufactured included 
whole maize meal, maize meal and mixed 
maize meal. The oat products, which in- 
eluded oatmeal, groats, crushed oats and 
offals were value for £167,698 in 1932. In 
the preceding year the gross value of the 
products was somewhat higher at £178,642. 
The net selling value of the gross output 
of barley done on commission showed an 
increase of £1,943. The value of the total 
products from barley was £115,572, as com- 
pared with £63,428 in the previous year. 
The total cost of the ingredients used in the 
grain-milling industry amounted to £4,791,274 
in 1932, as against £4,266,599 in 1931. 


METAL BUSINESS 


The net output in the metal trades after 
deducting the cost of the materials used in 
manufacture was £266,848 in 1932, which 
was a decline from 1931, when the figure was 
£286,135. Castings and manufactured iron 
and steel had a net selling value of 
£87,088 in 1932, compared with £88,483 in 
1931. The value of tinplate and Japanned 
goods manufactured showed little i sg 
in the two years, the figures being £53,744 
in 1931 and £53,250 in the following year. 
There was a decline from £68,109 to £56,253 
in the value of girders, beams and joists, 
but the manufacture of metallic bedsteads 
jumped from £34,638 to £38,662. There were 
more articles manufactured from precious 
metals in 1931, the net selling valug being 
£35,371, as compared with 210 im the 
following year. The manufacture of 
galvanised tanks, however, increased, as 
shown from the fact that, while in 1931 the 
selling value was £12,651, in 1932 it was 
value for £34,802. 

The cost of the materials used in hosiery 
manufacture amounted to £138,488 in 1932— 
an increase from £113,608 in the preceding 
vear, The gross output figures showed that 
the net selling value of woollen stockings 
was £112,471 in 1932, and £116,331 in the 
year before. Cotton stockings were valued 
at £25,676 in 1932, and £10,732 in 1931. 
Other articles manufactured included cotton 
and wool underwear, the value of which 
were £359,384 in 1932 and £21,345 in 1931. 
Woollen cardigans and shawls had a net 
selling value of £84,290 in 1952, and £77,993 
in the previous year. There was an increase 
in the manufacture of woollen gloves, the 
value being fixed at £7,213 in 1932, as 
against £6,642 in 1931. 


PRINTING TRADE 


In the printing, publishing, bookbinding, 
and engraving industries the highest sum 
realised for the two years was in the news- 
paper business. The returns for 1932 showed 
that the sum of £1,032,820 had been 
obtained, as against £945,370 in 1931. The 
amount of job-printing also showed an in- 
crease from £489,256 to £520,069. There 
was an increase of almost £4,000 in respect 
of the printing of magazines, while the value 
of manuscript books increased from £56,773 
to £63,128. The value of the work done in 
connection with bookbinding for trade and 
private customers was £56,269 in 1932,whereas 
it had been put at £55,525 in the previous 
rear, 

: The printing of books, which was valued 
at £121,646 in 1931, had declined to £111,227 
in the following year. The cost of the 
materials used in the different branches of 
the industry amounted to £475,629 in 1932, 
EA, figure íor the previous year being 
£462,485.

At the present time, when unemployment 
was normally greater than in April, the 
number on the live register was 116,000 per- 
sons, and the number of those claiming un- 
employment assistance or insurance benefit 
was 000, but the number receiving actual 
benefit was 78,000. In arriving at thcse 
figures of actual benefit they had to calculate 
the number of persons who passed from one 
job to another, and abcut 16 per cent. of 
those registered would be unemployed for 
less than a week, and a little over 20 per 
cent. for less than two weeks. There were 
in these figures an indication that the unem- 
ployment situation was less ‘erious now than 
in 1926, and it was commonly admitted, and 
all available information substantiated the 
fact, that in the years 1930 and 1931 the 
situation was much more serious than in 
1926. The world depression had begun then ; 
there was a slump in prices, and these con- 
ditions affected the situation here.

Mr. DILLON—More power to your elbow! 
THE NEED OF RELIEF SCHEMES 


The MINISTER, continuing, said it was 
not necessary to rely on these figures in order 
to prove the preposterousness of Mr. Dillon's 
statement that relief schemes were never 
more urgently needed than rcw. 

‘There are indications,” said the Minister, 
‘to show that they are less rrgently needed.” 

The best means of sizing up the employ- 
ment and unemployment situations was

through the Unemployment Insurance Act 
and the National Health Insurance Act. 
The contribution income of the Un- 
employment Insurance Fund in 1981 
was £497,000, and that represented 
on an average 178,000 stamps per week. 
In 1933 the income contribution was 
£553,000, representing an average weekly 
contribution in stamps of 198.000. That 


showed there were 20,000 more persons in 
employment in 1933 than in 1931, and 43,000 
more than in 1926. The income from 
National Health Insurance stamps in 1926 


was £485,000, representing an average weekly 
contribution in stamps of 279,000. In 1931 
the figures were £534,000, representing 


520,000 in weekly stamps, and in 1933 the 
figures were £605,000, representing 349,000 
stamps each week. These figures showed 
that there were 29,000 more persons in em- 
ployment in these insurable occupations in 
1933 than in 1931, and 70.000 more than in 
1926. They had that increase in employ- 
ment, despite the fact that there was an in- 
crease in population, “but the funny leader 
writer of the Jrish Independent assumed that 
the increase in population was represented 
by the number of additional babies born.”’ 

hat was the type of argument one expected 
in the leading articles of the [Trish 
Independent. The birth-rate had declined, 
and the increase in population was due en- 
tirely. to the stoppage of overseas emigra- 
tion. 

He had shown that the increase in popula- 
tion was less than the increase in employ- 
ment, and on that calculation, unless people 
came from outside to take up employment 
here there must have been a decrease in 
unemployment as compared with 1951. The 
figures for 1934 were not yet available, but 
there were already indications that there was 
even a greater increase in employment this 
year than in 1933 or previous years. It 
was estimated that the number of persons 
engaged in housing construction last August 
was 11,000 greater than in August, 1933. 


MISLEADING FIGURES 


The unemployment situation was under con- 
tinuous review by experts of the Statistics 
Employment and Trade Branches of his De- 
partment, and their periodical reports in- 
dicated that unemployment was decreasing 
and that employment was increasing sufficiently 
not only to absorb the increase in popula- 
tion, but also to effect the decrease referred 
to in unemployment. 

The figures relating to the live register were 
entirely misleading, for between October, 1933, 
and October, 1934. there had come on the 
register for the first time all the small land 
holders of the Western and Southern counties, 
while the number of persons registered jn the 
cities and certain of the Eastern counties 
hardly increased at all, despite the operation 
leí the Unemployment Assistance Act. 
Act had brought into contact 


persons who ordinarily did not regard them- 
selves, and were not registered as, unemployed 
persons, such as persons with small holdings. 
That was indicated by the startling fact that 
from the 98 branch employment offices 
situated away frem the larger towns, over 
60 per cent of the payments of assistance 
were made by posta! order to persons living 
outside the six mile radius from such offices 
Of 225,000 applications for qualification certi- 
ficates under the Act, 91 per cent. had been 
disposed of. and the nine per cent. outstand- 
ing were being disposed of at the rate of 
2.000 per week. Of the 20.000 appeals. 4,000 
had salreadv been disposed of. and the re- 
mainder were being dealt with as expedi 
tiously as possible. 


LABOUR LEADER CRITICISED 

Mr. LEMASS went on to say that he 
resented the statement of Deputy Norton that 
Irish factories were centres of juvenile employ- 
ment under bad conditions, or that they were 
“child farms.” 

“That statement,” said Mr. Lemass, “in 
relation to Irish ‘ dustry as a whole is 
grotesquely untrue. It may be that here 
and there there is a factory owner who is 
operating in an unsatisfactory way, but such 
owners are the exception and not the ra.”

LAST not unfriendly to the Labour movement had 
expressed the opinion that the reduction of 


hours in industry would not merely increase 
uuemployment, but would introduce the 
tendency to adopt labour-saving devices. He 
was inclined to think that, on the whole, re- 
duction in hours was something they should 
Strive to secure, not because they Velieved. 
aa Deputy Norton suggested, that it would 
bring about an immediate and effective im- 
provement in the unemployment situation, 
but because the benefits of technical improve- 
ment in equipment and machinery would be 
reflected in increa leisure for workere 
without increased employment. They could 
not afford to embark on changes of that kind 
on their own without taking a risk and 
adverse consequences. The majority of the 
countries represented at the Geneva confer- 
ence this year were prepared to agree to 
legislation on the subject conditional on othe: 
countries doing the same thing. Unless there 
was international action it was impossible 
for any country to move alone. 

It was better in present circumstances that 
rates of wages in industry as a whole should 
be regulated by agreement between the trades 
unions and organisations representing the 
employers.

INTERRUPTER REMOVED 
When Mr. FRANK MacDERMOT (U.I., 


Roscommon) rose in his seat to address the 
House there was some commotion in the 
public gallery. A man was seen standing up 
at the wire netting on the Government side 
of the House. He shouted: “ As a soldier 
and a citizen of the Irish Republic I protest 
against the imprisonment of Republican 
pie I demend the release of Repub- 
ican prisoners.” Civic Guards rushed over 
and escorted the man out of the gallery. 

Mr. MacDERMOT, who had listened in 
some surprise to the outburst, said that the 
ordinary man up and down the country had 
not the impression that the Minister had— 
that the Government had been successful in 
dealing with unemployment. ‘They had a 
right to expect an improvement in that situa- 
tion, and if it were visible to the naked eye 
or to the average citizen it did not have to 
be proved by a mass of doubtful and highly 
contested statistics. It seemed to him almost 
miraculous that, with the expenditure 
that had taken place since Fianna Fail came 
into office, no impression had been made op 
the unemployment question. It was not true 
to state that people were backward in in- 
vesting money in Irish undertakings. They 
would do so if there were promising indus- 
tries in which to invest, and in view of that 
it was necessary that the Government should 
not encourage men of straw, not properly 
equipped with experience or intelligence to 
start new industries and bring about the 
results as described. i 

Mr. M. CORRY (F.F., Cork, E.) said that 
from his experience it was only necessary for 
it to be proved that a man was a member of 
Fianna Fail to be kicked out of his job. He 
urged that some adeguate provision in the 
way of a substantial relief grant during the 
coming winter should be provided for the 
towns of Midleton and Cove, which were 
badly hit. 


“ CONSCIENCE MONEY”? 


Mr. BELTON (Ind., Dublin, N.), said that 
they had in office a Government which in 
and out of office promised to provide em- 
ployment or maintenance for the unem- 
ployed. They had failed to provide full 
maintenance for such people. He looked 
upon the £150,000 as retribution or 
‘‘eonscience money” by the Government: a 
Jittlé conscience money to relieve unemploy- 
ment which their policy had created in rural 
Ireland. ae 

Any increased employment in the building 
trade was due to the administration by the 
local authorities, and especially the 
Dublin Corporation, of the Small Dwellings’ 
Acquisition Act; it was not a Government 
achievement. 

Mr. E. KENT (Independent, Cork, E.) 
spoke of the need for employing the moneys 
in productive work. He said that a lot of 
those receiving assistance could be well em- 
ployed in agricultural work. 

A deputy interrupted with a remark 
about tree-felling and telegraph-cutting. 

Mr. KENT—The misguided youths and 
men and the responsible people who have 
done such work are more to be pitied than 


blamed. 
FAILURE DENIED 
Mr. E. DONNELLY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) 


said that the Government did not admit 
failure on the question of unemployment, nor 
on the questions of housing, peat develop- 
ment, afiorestation, land division, and the 
provision of industries, great and small, Un- 
employment would never be solved until they 
had the co-operation of every party in that 
House. 

Mr. MURPHY (Labour, Cork, W.) said 
that there was growing up in Cork City a 
practice of employing juveniles until they 
reached insurable age, and then employing 
fresh juveniles for the work, A very respon- 
sible clergyman, who was certainly not un- 
friendly to the Government, had told him 
that this was one of the greatest evils aris- 
ing out of the new industrial position in the 
city. The deputy thought that the provision 
of fair wages and conditions ought to be a 
condition of the obtaining of Government as- 
sistance for an industry. ‘‘ There is no con- 
dition of slavery worse than the condition of 
agricultural labourers in many parts of this 
country at the present time,” he added, 
‘Now they are coerced to go out and do 
destruction at night by people who would not 
keep them in employment if the instructions 
were ndt obeyed.”

FIANNA FAIL PROMISES 


Mr. P. McGILLIGAN (U.I1., National 
University) said that it had been stated by 
Mr. Flinn that in his (Mr. McGilligan) 
period of office people had to walk fifteen 
or sixteen miles in some instances in order 
to have their names included on the un 
ompluyment register. There was no word in 
parliamentary language strong enough to 
deny that statement. It was absolutely 
wrong. During the time he was in office 
it was only necessary for the person to send 
particulars to the nearest post office. 

There were nearly 120, ople unem- 
ployed, and the productivity of the country 
as far as farmers were concerned had been 
lowered by about £20,000,000. Had the two 
no relation to one another? Fianna Fail 
had promised to el 86,000 people into 
permanent industrial occupations, and the 
eutilow from that was to be enormous, They 
were reduced now to being told by deputies 
of the number of people heing placed in 


employment through beet and wheat grow- 
ing, land drainage, forestry and house 
building, with factories thrown in. Thoy 


should be able to get from the Minister 
accurate figures of the amounts paid into 
the Unemployment Insurance Fund; but at 
various times he had given varying figures. 
On the Minister's latest figures, Fianna Fail 
had placed 18,000 people in employment over 
two years, while in the last year of his

In my time- - 
1929-1930—the surplus was so big that I 
found I was clearing off a debt which had 
accumulated, mainly in the British days, on 
that fund of £1,000,000. 1 was wiping it off 
at £500,000 a vear—which was not a cov 
thing in the condition in which industry then 
was. But the debt had come down to uncer 
£300,000. I arranged to fund it over a period 
of years, and reduced the contribution from 
1-7 to 1-1. This vear we went back to the 
1-7 rate. The Government took a quarter- 
million from the fund and gave it to unem- 
ployment assistance. That is not showing 
improvement in economic and industrial con- 
ditions in this country.” |

Deputy Kent, continued Mr. Flinn, had 
suggested that ‘‘ workshies ” should not ‘‘get 
away with it.” There was going to be a 
certain small proportion of people who would 
prefer to have their 7, 8, or 10 shillings a 
week, and do nothing for it, than work for 
a higher wage.

Any honest inquirer who studied the 
graph showing the rise of the registration 
figures would find there was no connection 
between this rise and the gradual develop- 
ment of the economic war, After the initial 
rise, when the new conditions in 1932 came 
into force, the figures resumed their 
seasonal characteristics until January, 1934. 
A rise then took place from the time at which 
it was announced when the new Act would 
come into operation and when benefit would 
accrue. The first rush of new registration 
actually stopped on the date on which the 
Act had been scheduled to come into force. 
““In other words, there was direct connec- 
tion between the rise and the rate and place 
of the rise and the new artificial stimula 
that were introduced.” 


GOVERNMENT’S INTENTION 


Probably about 30,000 or 40,000 persons 
would be taken into temporary employment, 
and out of the 180,000 people on the register

Electricity Supply 
Students of the several hydro-electric 
development schemes, which have been 
before the Free State public of recent 
years, will find much to interest them in 
the accounts of the Electricity Supply 
Board for 1933-34, of which we print a 
Last year was the driest 
that Ireland has known for a very long 


summary to-day. 
time. There was an almost continuous 
drought for nearly nine months, with the 
result that the Shannon’s water supplies 
ran out, and much difficulty was experi- 
enced at the generating station .at 
Ardnacrusha. In the circumstances, the 
Electricity Supply Board was forced to 
make extensive use of the well-equipped 
station at the Dublin Pigeon House, as 
well as of the station in Cork. Of the 
total generation of 185,383,527 units, 
103,223,750 units were produced at 
Ardnacrusha, 74,045,660 at the Pigeon 
House, and 6,671,143 at Cork. The 
supplementing of the Ardnacrusha sup- 
plies by current from Dublin and Cork 
was expensive. No less than £85,000 of 
abnormal expenditure was incurred by the 
Board as a direct result of the drought, 
and the report points out that, had the 
weather been normal, there would have 
been a surplus of £75,000 on the year’s 
working, instead of the actual surplus of 
£10,287. In fact, the Board seems to have 
had a fairly successful year. Sales have 
increased by £105,206; there has been a 
rise in the number of units sold of 
18,404,607; nearly 7,500 new consumers 
have been enrolled, bringing the total 
number ef customers of the Electricity 
Supply Board to the substantial figure of 
89,890. The total capital of the under- 
taking now amounts to £10,115,354, on 
which the Board has paid‘ interest to the 
Minister for Finance at an average rate of 
54 per cent, 

The Electricity Supply Board is deter- 
mined to make the Shannon Scheme a 
‘ paying proposition,’ and, although this 
fact must entail high prices to the con- 
sumer, in order that a capital of more than 
£10,000,000 may be served, there is no 
doubt that the Board “is doing its work 
conscientiously and well. From the very 
beginning, however, we have been critics 
of the basic economics of the Scheme, and 
at a time when Mr. P. J. McGilligan was 
assuring the Ddil that the hydro-electric 
development of the Shannon had vast 
advantages over all rival schemes, we 
ventured to express our doubts. It seems 
that the economics of the first stage of the 
Shannon Scheme have been based on a 
constant yearly sale of 153,000,000 units, 
measured at the switch-board in a very 
dry year. Before last year the record for 
drought was held by 1905; but the ex- 
periences of 1933 have upset all previous 
calculations. Last year Ardnacrusha pro- 
duced only 103,223,750 units, instead of the 
“very dry year’s’’ quota of 153,000,000 
units. Demand and sales increased in a 
normal way ; but as output was checked by 
the drought, the Board was forced to have 
recourse to the much-despised coal generat- 
ing stations. We admit freely that 1933 
was an exceptionally dry year; but what 
guarantee has anybody that future years 
will not be equally dry? Certainly the 
original calculation of 153,000,000 units at 
the switch-board no longer can be 


sustained, and even if there should not be 
another drought for the next five years, the 


Board must safeguard itself against a 
failure of supply. Demand is increasing 
steadily. All the new industries are taking 


extensively ; there is a marked expanse in 
the use of electricity for domestic cooking, 
water-heating, and the like, and the fact 
that the Board has installed a 23,000 k.w. 
steam turbo-generator and two boilers in 
the Pigeon House indicates that it is fully 
alive to the need for an alternative source 
of supply. 

We hope sincerely that the Board will 
think twice before it proceeds with the 
costly project of the further development 
of the Shannon, In its report it announces 
that the Griffith-Moynihan Liffey scheme 
now has been examined “in detail,” and 
that a further statement on the subject 
will be made in the near future. We do 
not pretend to have expert knowledge of 
hydro-electric schemes ; but it seems to us 
that the Griffith-Moynihan plan has much 
to recommend it. In the first place, the

In the next place, 
interference with the level of the Shannon 
lakes would do much to spoil the 
amenities of some of the most beautiful 
districts in Ireland. Sufficient damage 
has been done already from this point of 
view, and we suggest that the doctrine of 
pure utilitarianism ought not to be 
applied to a problem which has definitely 
esthetic aspects. Even from the most 
baldly practical standpoint, however, the 
Griffith-Moynihan scheme, in our opinion, 
is hors concours. Whatever happens 
about its electric light, Dublin must 
supplement the Vartry water supply very 
soon. The demand for potable water is 
increasing daily, and this problem cannot 
possibly be put on the long finger. The 
Liffey plan of hydro-development has the 
immense advantage that it also provides 
for a substantial. increase in water 
supplies for the capital. For this reason 
alone, it deserves the most careful 
scrutiny by the Government and Dáil 
Eireann before any further steps are taken 
to develop the Shannon. The fact that 
it is advocated by some of our most 
brilliant and highly experienced engineers 
also entitles it to sympathetic 
sideration.

Shakespeare in Dublin 


It is through no mere desire to advertise 
the Dublin Gate Theatre that we call 
attention to the remarkable success of 
its production of “ Julius Cesar.’”? The 
production, indeed, is superb, and marks, 
in the view of most critics, the peak point 
which stagecraft has reached thus far in 
Ireland. ‘ Julius Cesar’’ is not normally 
among the most popular plays of Shake- 
speare. Its closing scenes are something 
of an anti-climax; it lacks the love 
motives’ which endear ‘‘ Othello’? and 
““ Romeo and Juliet '” to young people of 
every generation; except for a few great 
moments, it is an austere, almost a chilly, 
play. Yet it has achieved a run of four 
weeks at the Gate Theatre, during which, 


, 


at a low calculation, ten thousand citizens 
of Dublin have seen it; and there is good 
reason to believe that it would run for 
another week, if the directors should see 
fit to retain it. One may talk about the 
undying charm of Shakespeare, but some- 
thing more is needed to explain this 
success; for, though Shakespeare has 
been produced many times previously in 
Dublin, such a phenomenon as a four- 
weeks’ run for a single tragedy is unpre- 
cedented. The explanation, of course, lies 
in the manner of production, and herein 
lurks a lesson for the country. If a com- 
pany of Dublin actors, many of whom 
hardly had placed a foot on the boards 
until a month ago, can be disciplined so 
perfectly as to make such a success of a 
difficult play, there is no need to set a 
limit to our ambition. Dramatic instinct 
abounds in Ireland, as is witnessed by 
the number and reputation of our play- 
wrights; that acting talent exists in 
plenty is clear from the Gate Theatre’s 
new success. Given producers of the 
genius of Mr. Hilton Edwards, what can 
we not accomplish? Hitherto Dublin has 
been too ready to depend on third-rate 
imported shows for her entertainment. 
Admittedly, she receives a number of good 
companies, providing good fare, from 
across the Channel; but that number is 
small in comparison with the host of poor 
troupes that comes, or used to come, to 
this capital city after short runs at 
Stockport, Wigan or Swansea. Not so 
long ago the alternatives to these imported 
shows were the Abbey Theatre’s produc- 
tions, varying in quality and appeal, an 
occasional good rendering of a light opera 
or a musical comedy by an excellent local 
company, a certain amount of half- 
produced and rather shabby work by small 
dramatic soceties—and the films. Now 
that the Gate Theatre has set a headline 
to all purveyors of entertainment, profes- 
sional and amateur, in Ireland, we hope 
to see a considerably greater part of the 
country’s amusement supplied by “' local 
talent ” in the near future. When a 
Shakespeare play, through excellence of 
production, can compete in length of run 
with the most popular film. Ireland can- 
not profess to lack resources. 


Britain and Sweepstakes 


Many people in the Free State have been 
watching the progress of the British 
Betting and Lotteries Bill with interest, 
and some, we may guess, have been watch- 
ing it with apprehension. The bill, which 
passed its third reading in the clouse of 
Commons on Wednesday, deals with many 
aspects of gambling—it restricts betting to 
a certain number of days in the year, 
makes rules for the use of the totalisator 
on racecourses or greyhound tracks, and, 
in general, adds strength to the existing 
regulations.’ Its chief interest for us, 
however, is that it makes large lotteries 
illegal. The Irish Hospitals’ Sweepstakes 


| have been allowed to take a very important 


place in our national economy, and, 
besides the hospitals, the Free State 
Government, and iiany hundreds of 
employés, have come to look on them as a 
steady source of revenue. They are, how- 
ever, a precarious source; for the Sweep- 
stakes would collapse at once if the money 
from English subscribers ceased to arrive. 
The Letting Bill, by its declaration that 
lotteries are illegal, seems to be a real 
and intentional threat to the Irish Sweep- 
stakes. Sellers and agents will be 
prosecuted, and newspapers will be for- 
bidden to publish the names of the 
winners, or any information about the 
Sweepstakes that might induce people to 
take part in them. If the bill intended 
to stop English participation in the Sweep- 
stakes it has, however, leit one. remarkable 
loophole. 1t was revealed in the course of 
debate that, although the sale of tickets 
is forvidden i: England, there is nothing 
whatever to stop an individual from 
sending his ten shillings to Dublin to buy 


a ticket for himself. In the circumstances, 


the bill will not affect the Hospitals’ Trust 
to the extent that had been supposed. It 
still is quite easy for Knglishmen to take 
part in the Sweepstakes, and, although 
they will be unable to read about them in.

LORD LONDONDERRY’S 
STATEMENT 


———— 


HE House of Lords yesterday agreed 
to the Commons’ amendments _ the 
Betting and Lotteries Bill. 

The Marquess of Londonderry, who was 
in charge of the bill, said that he wished 
to. correct statem2nts which had appeared 
in the Press as to the effect of what the 
Home Secretary (Sir John Gilmour) said 
in the House of Commons when dealing 
with the question of new criminal offences. 

The Home Secretary, continued Lord 
Londonderry, stated that it woild not be 
an offence under the bill, any more than 
it is under the existing law, for a person 
to purchase a ticket in the Irish Sweep- 
stakes. 

That is the position, and no one who 
purchases a ticket for his personal use, 
and does not sell or distribute tickets, will 
himself be exposed to criminal penalties. 

This sás 7 “is to have been interpreted by 
the Irish Hospitals' Trust as giving them 
full freedom to flood this country with 
tickets sent through the post. But it 
must not be overlooked that in: passing 
this ..1] Parliament intended to put re- 
strictions on the flow of money from this 
country to the Irish Sweepstakes, and, 
without going into details of the methods 
which the Government will adopt, I think 
I ought to inform the House that the 
Government will take such steps as they 
consider necessary to give effect to the in- 
tention of Parliament to check the export 
of money from this country to lotteries 
promoted outside this country.

POSTAL REGULATIONS 


TO BE REVISED 


In order to bring the position regard- 
ing the passage of sweepstake tickets 
through the post into conformity with the 
new position created by the Lotteries Bill, 
which becomes law to-day, the British Post 
Office Regulations are being revised. 

The Home Secretary has announced that 
under the new Lotteries Bill it is not an 
offence for a person to send ten shillings 
to Dublin for a ticket in the Irish Sweep 
for himself. ; 

An official of the Post Office yesterday 
stated: ‘‘In so far as the old Lotteries 
Act is changed by the new Act, the Regula- 
tions will be modified.”” He added that at 
present the General Post Office stops letters 
in transit only when instructed by the 
Home Secretary.

The visit to London of Herr von Ribben- 
trop, the special emissary of Herr Hitler, 
has greatly exercised our French neich 
bours, but it is now agreed in Paris that 
the visit lacked importance of any kind. 
Official circles in London considered the 
interviews sought by Herr von Ribbentrop 
to be merely calls of a friendly character, 
and quite devoid of diplomatic interest. 
The real purpose behind the visit is un- 
known, and is likely to remain so; but 
possibly it was the idea of Herr Hit! 
that Herr von Ribbentrop might be able to 
pave the way for a return to the League of 
Nations. In other quarters it is suggested 
that the coming plebiscite in the Saar had 
something to do with the visit. 


Sweep Tickets 


There is much speculation as to wh 
members of the public are permitted to 
apply for a sweep ticket in Dublin, since 
many have had the experience of having 
their letters to the Hospitals’ Trust 
returned on former occasions. The reason 
for the Government’s decision is un- 
certain, but it is said to be due in some 
measure to the fact that, if all applications 
for tickets were suppressed, the loss to 
the British Post Office would be very 
heavy. Possibly the stamps and posta! 
orders sold in connection with the Sweep 
on this side amount in value to many 
thousands of pounds—a sum not to be 
easily spared by the Post Office. It is 
probable, therefore, that in the new year 
letters addressed to the headquarters o! 
the Sweepstake will no longer be sub- 
jected to interference so long as they are 
confined to applications for individual re 
quirements. 


Royal Wedding Preparations 


Before the breakfast hour this morning 
there was what might be described as an 
‘“undress rehearsal’ of the Royal 
wedding procession. Londoners on their 
way to work were surprised by squadrons 
of Household Cavalry escorting a number 
of horse brakes along the Mall to White- 
hall and Westminster Abbey. To-day the 
troops were in undress uniform, but in a 
fortnight’s time the brakes will become 
State coaches, while the. khaki uniforms 
will be replaced by full-dress breastplates 
and helmets. lt was quite a serious 
affair, however, as all the roads leadin 
to the route taken by the procession weie 
closed, and Colonel Sir Arthur Erskine 
the Crown Equerry, was in charge of the 
rehearsal.

N taking his seat at the District Court 
C) in Letterkenny yesterday, Mr. Louis

tions involved, but, as this Court is primarily 
responsible for good order in the area, Í am 
very much concerned about the threat to its 
peace which the circulation of this document 
entails, and it is also my duty to see that all 
attempts at treasonable activities should be 
repressed. [I refer to a petition which 1s 
being carried round for signature which con- 
tains several scandalous and utterly ground- 
less statements about the government and 
administration. of Saorstat Eireann, .and 
which seeks the intervention of some outside 
authority in order to -detach from the 
Saorstat portion of the territories solmenly 
guaranteed to it by a document inter- 
nationally recognised and registered at the 
League of Nations. | 


ABNORMAL MINDS 


It is only because that the abnormal frame 
of mind bred in us by years of oppression has 
confused our manner of thinking that those 
who have been foolish enough to sign this 
petition have not adverted to its illegality 
and its ‘treasonable nature. What would 
happen to a Frenchman who hawked a docu- 
ment through Alsace making slanderous 
statements about the French administration 
in the province and seeking to have it trans- 
ferred to Germany’ What would be thought 
of a body of Englishmen who conspired to 
have Cornwall handed over to France? The 
sooner our citizens learn that ours Is a 
Sovereign State that will not permit any in- 
fringement of its rights the better it will 
be for everybody. 1, therefore, desire to 
warn those who have had anything to do 
with this document that they have been 
engaged in treasonable practices, « Probably 
many of them have acted in ignorance, and 
I would be sorry to see the drastic pro- 
visions of the Public Safety Act applied 


to people who are, in the main, good 
citizens and who have been _ induced 
to sign this document under pressure 


from designing outsiders and without full 
advertence t6 its implication. I trust that 
this warning will be sufficient and restrain 
them from any further illegalities. 

This petition is, however, worse than a 
crime on the part of those responsible for it— 
it is a tlunder. It is well known that the 
Tory Cabinet, which had to deal with the 
Feetham report, was prevented from inter: 
fering with the Donegal border by confidential 
reports received from trustworthy sources in 
Ireland. Feeling ran so high as the result of 
the threat to the integrity of this county 
that for some weeks we all sat on a powder 
barrel. Any attempt to transfer even a town- 
land of Donegal would have provoked a series 
of fights, burnings and reprisals on both sides 
of the border, and led to a conflagration the 
end of which no man could have foreseen. 
The British Cabinet considered the matter 
carefully and decided that they were not going 
to risk a renewal of hostilities in Ireland for 
the sake of a few anti-Irish bigots. 


A MENACE TO PEACE 


We do not want a recurrence of the high 
feeling of that time, and any attempt to pro- 
voke it must be regarded as a serious menace 
to the peace of the district, the disturbance 
of which could only result in very serious 
losses to those. people in Donegal who are 
most active in this matter.

Therefore the Donegal Unionists should 
make up their minds to keep clear of fooleries 
of this sort, which are probably engineered 
from outside sources. Their interests are 
now identical with ours, and their best policy 
is to- accept things as they find them and to 
settle down as good and loyal citizens of the 
State. As a matter of fact, most of them 
are prepared to do so, and are only prevented 
from saying so openly by the want of moral 
courage which has always been noticeable in 
every part of Ulster and by unfair pressure 
which is being applied to them by designing 
political propagandists.. There are Protestant 
farmers, i believe, who say privately that 
they are doing quite well under the new 
conditions, but who are afraid to admit this 
in public. . Failure in moral courage is, how- 
ever, not an illegality, and it does not con- 
cern this Court. But putting one’s name to 
a slanderous and treasonable document is 
quite another matter, in regard to which I 
think it my duty to utter this warning.

PROVISIONS EXPLAINED 
BY MR. DE VALERA 
ches 


At last night's sitting of the Dail, Presi- 
dent de Valera ented the second reading of 
the promised Citizenship Bill, 1955. — 

He said that that was the first ‘time on 
which an Irish Parliament had been invited 
to discuss proposals for the regulation 
throughout the world ‘of Irish citizenship. 
Article 3 of the Constitution created only a 
very limited local citizenship. Citizenship 
was. confined within the limits: of the juris- 
diction of Saorstat Eireann (as it was on 
December 6, 1922), to certain classes of 
people. That Article of the Constitution 
contemplated that conditions governing the 
acquisition and termination of citizenship 
should be determined «as regards the future 
after- that date by law. No such law had 
been passed, and the result had been that 
anomalies had occurred. In that bill they 
proposed to extend the Article of the Con- 
stitution, and also implement the Article 
by providing the necessary legislation that 
governed the conditions for the acouisition 
and termination of citizenship. 

The need for the bill had been felt both 
in the domestic sphere and in the sphere of 
their international relations. In the domes- 
tic sphere they needed an exact statutory de- 
finition of citizenship~—for example, in con- 
nection with their electoral system, entry into 
the public service, their merchant shipping 
laws, and in connection with the ownership 
of aircraft. They needed it in 
connection with those special _ pri- 
vileges which they thought should 
be reserved for their own _ citizens, 
and in connection with their genera] economic 
policy. In fact, they might say that they 
needed it in regard to every sphere and every 
aomain in which they wanted their own 
citizens to enjoy special rights and privileges. 


EXTERNAL RELATIONS 


In their external relations they required it 
also in a very special way. They had estab- 
lished diplomatic missions in Washington, 
Paris Brussels, Berlin, the State of the 
Vatican, as well as in London. The purpose 
of those missions Was not merely to establish 
relations with the Governments of the parti- 
cular countr.es, but also to give to such of 
their nationals who might be in those 
countries the necessary protection, and to pro- 
vide for them advice and facilities when they 
needed them. That advice and those facilities 
were also afforded by their Consular services, 
which was being extended very widely in the 
United States. Those Consulates performed 
many functions for the benefit’ of their 
rationals. In the interests of all those func- 
tions, it was very necessary that citizenship 
should be capable of being determined with- 
cut any ambiguity, whether a particular 


Free State. For that reason he thought that 
every deputy in the House should welcome the 
introduction of the bill. 

_ If they examined it they would find that 
it was divided into three main sections. 
There was first of all the section relating to 
the natural-born citizen; another section 
related to the acquisition of citizenship by 
naturalisation certificate, a special part 
relating to the acquisition of citizenship by 
marriage. Then they had the portion dealing 
with mutual citizenship rights. — Another 
section dealt with the whole question of 
definition—the question as to who was to be 
a natural-born citizen. 


NATURAL-BORN CITIZENS 


_ Natural-born citizens were to be divided 
into two categories—those who were born in 
the territory of Saorstat Eireann, and those 
whose fathers were citizens, whether those 
fathers’ were born themselves in the territory 
or not. In regard to the latter, they would 
find that the children—in the case of fathers 
living outside the territory, but who were 
born in the. Saorstat—automatically became 
natural-born citizens, but thé. children of 
fathers who wete not born within the “Sabr- 
stat had to be registered in a book called ths 
Foreign Entry Book, which would be kept 
iu the Legations, or in the births register to 
be kept in the Ministry of External Affairs. 
I; seemed not unreasonable to demand 
that where a father was not born in 
this country and acquired his citizensaip 
automatically from his father, he, being more 
detached from the country, should, if he 
wished his child to be a citizen of the country, 
perform some positive act in that regard. That 
positive act was to have the birth of the child 
entered into the Foreign Entry Book. The 
child, on obtaining 21 years of age, would, 


an lrish citizen. 

In regatd to the process of naturalisation, 
any person who fulfilled certain conditions 
could apply for a certificate of naturalisation, 
and the Minister for Justice would consider 
whether the prescribed conditions were ful- 
filled. There was the residence condition that 
demanded that there should be, previous to 
the application for citizenship, at least five 
years residence in Saorstat Eireann, one year 
immediately preceding the date of application, 
and a turther four years either. continuous or 
summing up the period of four years in the 
preceding eight years. In other words there 
was to be a total period of five years’ resi- 
dence over a period, and of the five years 
one must be immediately preceding the appli- 
cation. ‘There must be good character, the 
applicant inust intend to reside continuously 
for the period he had indicated, and he must 
intend to become an ordinary resident in the 
country, and he must make a declaration of 
acceptance of citizenship. Uniléss those con- 
ditions were fulfilled a certificate of naturalisa- 
tion would not be issued. Certain exceptions 
with regard to residents were made. 


MARRIED PEOPLE 


Dealing with the question of nationality, 
where one spouse was an Irish national and 
the other was an alien, they proposed that 


pmatriage of itself should neither confer nor 


deprive an Irish national of citizenship. 

After the passing of the Act those who 
resided outside the country were given one 
year in which the Irish national could make 
a declaration to retain Irish nationality. If 
the declaration was not made within one year 
after marriage, then the Irish national ceased 
to be a citizen. In the case of marriage be- 
fore the passing of the Act, if there was resi- 
dence abroad, then a period of one year was 
given in which the necessary declaration 
could be made. In the case of those married 
after the passage of the Act, and who pro- 
posed to reside within the country, the bill 
said that there would be a period of six 
months, but it would possibly be extended 
In the 
case of those who married before the pas- 
sage of the Act, and who were in the State 
for a sig of two years or continuously 
since their marriage, the non-national could 
apply for citizenship. | 


THE BRITISH ACTS 

Dealing with a group of sections regarding 
mutual or reciprocal rights which it was 
proposed to grant to citizens of other 
countries, in certain cases the President said 
where the law provided in other 
countries that our nationals got certain 
privileges, then the Executive could, by 
order, give to the citizens of those countries 
corresponding rights and privileges. It was 
expressly provided in the bill that special 
rights and privileges that might be reserved 
by statute, such as the Control of Manu- 
fectures Bill, would still be reserved for their 
own citizens, 

The only other important provision was 
the repeal of the British Nationality and 
Status of Aliens Acts of 1914 and 1918 to the 
extent that they might be deemed to be in 
operation here. It was a necessaty safeguard 
"“ no question of that kind could arise.

They had to ask protection 
for our citizens in the name of the King, 
and they had to rely on British Consuls 
where they had none of their own, and upon 
British gan-boats. If it happened that an 
Irishman was kidnapped on the Chinese 
Mission, would the President put his name 
to. a document asking that protection be 
given him? Would he refuse to sign a letter 
of thanks to the peers who supplied the 
gunboat to rescue the man, 


CASE OF ENGLISH CITIZENS 


Was it their intention that if they signed 
a convention with England that in return 
they would give English citizens certain 
rights and privileges in return for similar 
concessions to our citizens in England. Did 
they want the privilege to enter for certain 
examinations in England? Did they want to 
use British Consuls, or were they going to 
ask German or French Consuls, to do them 
that service in return for payment or some 
service we would render them here? Did 
they want in the final resort the aid of 
British armed forces, or would they seek, as 
they might seek, the help of armed forces 
of some other nation? 

The Fianna Fail position in 1950 was, 
“We don’t want anything except Irish 
nationality. and if we must have some de- 
claration of our position we aie’ going to 
declare for disassociation. If people wave 
before us certain privileges which our 
nationals can now get travelling abroad, then 
we put these on one side as incompatible 
with our national dignity and status—and we 
prefer our dignity and status.”’ 

The gist of their remarks, said Mr. 
McGILLIGAN, was that I was tying this 
country still more tightly into the frame- 
work of the British Empire. Mr. MacEntee 
went so far as to commit himself to the 
statement that, even in. the matter of pass- 
ports, he knew that the King’s prerogative 
still ran; in the matter of sending abroad 
Ambassadors and Consuls tho King’s pre- 
rogative held, and that behind the King 
was the British Parliament.

of such a restriction. 

Is there now created here a citizenship 
such that, if we ever have common status 
with other members of the Commonwealth, 1t 
will introduce into that common group people 
who previously would not have been 
mitted? I certainly think it may happen 
under the nationalisation section. it so, are 
we, without any thought to the matter, to 
repudiate the resulis of the two Conferences 
which wedttended im 1929 and 1930? No 
case against those results has been made or 
presented to the House. 

Is it advisable that the situation has been 
left that, until the British should repeal the 
1914 Act in relation to our people in Eng- 
land, our people can attach themselves to 
that Act:and seek its shelter when in diffi, 
culties? If so, cam we say that bill marks 
any advance upon the report of the 1929-30 
Conferences, which the present Vice-Prest?- 
dent said were a ‘‘degradation of the 
nationality of this country.” Surely that is 
the biggest point. i 


REACTION ABROAD 


The privileges that people can give them- 


| selves when they are at home áre determined 


easily, but the full importance of the measure 
is what is its reaction on other countries, 
How does it dovetail into the international 
situation? Are you going to get facilities 
and protection for our nationals when they 
travel abroad by a direct Convention with 
England or with other countries, or is the 
President going to “do the double’’ as 
usual? Is he saying, “I am repealing the 
British Nationality Act of 1914 in its applica. 
tion to this country, but I am not going “o 
move at all in relation to the British in re- 
gard to that Act in England! Our citizens 
may avail themselves of its provisions 
there?” 

That (continued Mr. McGilligan) would 
leave our citizens with some safeguards when 
they are abroad—it would safeguard the ideal 
which made the President and his Ministecs 
fume with rage when the report of the 1929- 
1950 Conferences came here for consideration, 
when they said it was treason to talk of the 
possibility of any association of our citizens 
with citizens of Australia, South Africa, 
India, even if we were distinct, one from an- 
other, as Germany from France. 

The President may say, “My people may 
claim to be British subjects when they go to 
mand, or where they will—I will not make 
an Open, clear-cut arrangement. with England 
in regard to Ambassadors and Consuls abroad.

DISAPPOINTMENT 


Mr. J. A. COSTELLO (U.I., Dublin County) 
said he had nothing but feelings of dis- 
appointment when he read the draft of the 
bill, because when it was examined from the 
point of view of national and domestic law, it 
was a perfectly harmless and innocuous piece 
of domestic legislation, with little, if any, 
effect from the point of view of public inter- 
national law. Article 3 of the Constitution 
created the local status of citizenship of the 
Saorstat, and this bill was nothing but an 
extension of Article 3. 

, Local citizenship was a novel idea to fit 
into the Treaty and the Constitution, It was 
thoroughly distinct and in no way antagonistic 
to what was known as British citizenship. 
It had been an endeavour to create within 
the framework of the Treaty what. they all 
regarded as their nattiral and inalienable birth- 
right of Irish nationality, This bill did 
nothing more than regulate the contemplation 
that there should be legislation provided for 
the acquisition of future citizenship of the 
State. The bill did nothing more than

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BRIGADIER-GENERAL NEWENHAM 
Brigadier-General Henry Edward Berkeley 
Newenham, of East Grove, Lymington, 
Hants., wha was the Officer Commanding the 
first body of men to land at Gallipoli in 
1915, died yesterday. tle was hen 67. 

General Newenham, who was foeind dead 
in bed by a man servant who went to cal!

For his services in 
this campaign he was thrice mentioned in 
despatches, and was made a Companion of 
the Bath (Military: Division). 

He was born in Dublin, the son of the 
late Mr. W. H. Newenham, of Maryborough 
Park, Cork He joined the Royal Fusiliers 
in 1886, and served in the South African 
war, during which he was slightly wounded.

MATTER RAISED IN THE 
DAIL

On the motion for the adjournment, of the 
Dail last night, Mr. Mulcahy (U.1., Dublin, 
N.) raised the matter of incidents on the 
streets of Dublin on October 20 and 21 when 
a collection was being made in connection 
with the United Ireland Party. . He said that 
he raised that matter to give the Minister 
an opportunity of making it clear what he 


| was going to do to prevent a continuance of 


such types of disorder. There was an incite- 
ment issued to disorder on this occasion, and 
that incitement was distributed in leaflet 
form, but the Guards did not take action 
to prevent any disorder on Sunday, October 
21, or to deal with the persons who carried 
on the disorder. 

Nine men and ten women were . injured 
fairly. severely, and subsequently the head- 
quarters of the United Ireland Party organ- 
isation in Parnell square were attacked. It 
was the fourth attack, and windows in the 
building. were broken by stone-throwing. 

They wanted to know if the Ministry were 
going to allow a group of persons known to 
the police to issue inflamatory pamphlets and 
to organise persons to carry out acts of 
violence. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 

Mr. Ruttledge, Minister íor Justige, 
replying, said that his information from the 
police was that there was nothing in the 
nature of an organised attack; the incidents 
were isolated, and nobody was seriously in- 
jured. From the information he had re- 
ceived, it was not true to say that there 
was no protection afforded in O’Connell 
street. 

“ I have no hesitation,’’ said the Minister, 
“in stating that, so far as it lies in my 
power, we are going to give ail protection 
necessary to people in doing what they are 
legally entitled to do.” 

Continuing, the Minister said that the 
‘only other matter’ was the statement he had 
made earlier—that the Government did not 
think’ any úsefhl purpose would be served 
by prosecuting those people who attacked 
the flag-sellers. For months back they had 
been hearing and seeing inciting statements 
made on the deputv’s own side.

FREIGHT CHARGES 
FROM DUBLIN 


ANXIETY TO HELP 
EXPORTERS 
———_ @—_—_ 


Mr. David Barry, General Manager, British 
and Irish Steam Packet En CAT A attended a 
meeting of the Council of the National Agri- 
cultural and Industrial Development Associa- 
tion with reference to the question of freight 
charges, particularly in connection with the 
development of an Irish export trade, regard- 
ing which an instance was recently given by 
a Dublin firm, who are members of the 
Association, as to a lost order for Alexandria. 
Mr. Barry stated that at any time he is pre- 
pared personally to go into the matter of 
freight charges, and to do all in his power to 
help to develop Irish industry by making 
special rates, where necessary, to enable Irish 
manufacturers to compete on equal terms in 
the world’s markets. In the instance given 
he was not prepared to accept the statements 
made. If the case had been represented to 
him he was fully convinced that the exporters 
would have been satisfactorily met. 

Mr. Barry pointed out that different rates 
prevailed for the same class of goods, accord- 
ing to whether they were space rates or weight 
rates, and great economies were possible under 
one rate or the other for specific goods. A 
mere inquiry for rates addressed to a shipping 
company was not sufficient, and apparently 
this was all that transpired in the instance 
cited. Mr. Barry stressed his anxiety to help 
the exporting members of the Association, and 
any inquiries addressed to him by the Associa- 
tion, or by any of its members, would have 
his sympathetic attention, and he could 
promise that any Irish manufacturer doing a 
substantial export trade would have every 
facility given him. 

On the general question of freights Mr. 
Barry pointed out that shipping companies’ 
outgoings are now 400 per cent., at least, over 
pre-War expenditure, while daily the cross- 
Channel trade «is declining. Imports of flour, 
sugar and feeding stuffs, to mention only three 
items, were now virtually nil, while exports of 
cattle were very small. That meant a de- 
crease in the revenue of the shipping com- 
panies, while they have had to increase their 
store accommodation to provide Customs 
facilities, 

The President thanked Mr. Barry for his 
attendance and for áis courteous and cogent 
statement, and withdrew without qualification 
the statement made on behalf of the firm of 
exporters who complained to the Association. 

Mr. Coghlan she a statement on behalf of 
the Clyde Shipping Company and its rates 
between Dublin and Cork. 

The annual dinner of the Association was 
arranged to be held on 15th January, 1935, at 
the Shelbourne Hotel.

WIFE MURDER 
CHARGE 


CLOTHES SOAKED 
IN PARAFFIN 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
STRABANE, Thursday: 
OHN JOSEPH McKENNA, Post Office 
overseer, was charged on remand this 
evening with the murder of his wife, 
Mary Elizabeth McKenna. 

Mr. R. 8, Magee defended. 

Head-Constable Blevins said that on 
Wednesday, 24th October, Constable, Gibson, 
barrack orderly, handed him a bunch of keys 
and said, pointing to the pzisoner; “This man 
says thatehe has killed his wife, and she 1s 
lying in his house at Curley Hill.” He 
noticed that the prisoner looked excited and 
his face suggested that he had drink taken. 
Witness went immediately to McKennas 
house, which was in complete darkness and 
the doors locked. On entering he noticed a 
very strong smell of paraffin oil. In the 
bedroom upstairs he found the dead body of 
the woman lying across a bed and covered 
from neck to ankles with two curtains and a 
blanket. The body was cold arid stiff and 
appeared to have been dead for a consider 
able time. There were bloodstains over the 
head, face, chest, arms and hands and over 
both feet. The skull was very badly battered 
and had two deep wounds on the forehead. 

On the wall at the he:d of the bed were 
a number of bloodstains. Two pillows at the 
head of the bed were also covered with blood. 
The bedding generally smelt strongly of para- 
fin. There was a man’s shirt soaked with 
paraffin lying on the bed. On the floor was a 
ten-glass bottle which appeared to have con- 
tained paraffin and a brown substance. Down. 
stairs he found a mat saturated with paraffin 
and what appeared to have been an attempt 
to burn it. Im the scullery he found a 
hammer. 

From the kitchen he took possession of a 
receipt for £1<7s. 9d. on a fire imsurance 
policy. -He examined the hammer found in tha 
scullery, and found it bore traces of hair and 
blood, despite the fact that it had been sub- 
jected to fire. 

In a small room beside the hall and from 
underneath the stairs he took seven coats of 


various descriptions, all of which were 
saturated with paraffin.

Exchange Assurance Co., 
said that the prisoner had a fire policy with 
his company for £1,250. This policy was in 
force since 1927. ,
